You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  clay  of  March,  next,  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

Article  1.  To  bring  in  your  votes  for  the  election  oi 
Delegates-at-Large,  Alternate  Delegates-at-Large,  Dele- 
gates and  Alternate  Delegates  to  the  National  Convention 
of  the  various  political  parties,  to  be  held  to  nominate  party 
candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States. 

Article  2.  To  bring  forward  your  ballots  for  the  neces- 
sary town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  the  ensuing  three 
years  and  also  to  bring  forward  your  ballots  for  Delegate 
to  the  Constitutional  Convention.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  for  the  tarring  of  Class  \ 
highways,  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  ano 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  Memorial  Day  and  patri- 
otic purposes. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.00  for  spraying  elm  trees. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  care  of  the  clock  on  the 
Church. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  damages  and  legal  ex- 
pense, including  dog  damage. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  as  a  contribution  to  the  Mer- 
rimack Valley  Region  Association. 
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Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  care  of  the  New 
Cemetery;  $25.00  for  pumping  water  for  same:  $100.00 
for  care  of  the  Joppa  Cemetery ;  $50.00  for  the  care  of  the 
Old  Cemetery  on  the  Back  River  Road :  and  $25.00  for  the 
care  of  the  Beals  Cemetery. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  maintenance  and 
replacement  of  power  equipment  used  in  the  Town  Cem- 
eteries. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  reroof  and  paint  the 
Hearse  House  in  the  New  Cemetery 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  to  apply  to  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  Grader. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  shed  for  the  storage  of  highway  salt. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the  Planning  Hoard. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  street  signs  to  he  in- 
stalled in  those  parts  of  the  Town  where  the  roads  are 
not  now  marked. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $74.88  for  the  installation  of  two 
new  Street  Lights;  one  at  the  corner  of  Savoie  and  Donald 
Street;  and  the  other  at  the  corner  of  Worthier  Road  and 
Second  Street. 


Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
$300.00  in  Trust  from  the  Estate  of  Abbie  C.  Gault,  the 
interest  to  be  expended  for  the  care  of  the  Gault  lot  in  the 
New   Cemetery. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Ar- 
ticle IV  Section  8  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting-,  December  8,  1953,  and  amended 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1955,  as  follows : 
Strike  out  Section  8  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  there- 
for— "Where  a  source  of  municipal  water  supply  is  avail- 
able, every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  lot  front- 
age of  100  feet.  Where  no  such  municipal  water  supply  is 
available,  every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  lot 
frontage  of  150  feet;  or  any  amendment  which  may  be 
properly  offered  to  the  above. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a  special  Town  Meeting, 
December  8,  1953,  and  amended  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  March  8,  1955  by  adding  to  the  District  Map  of 
said    Ordinance   the   following: 

Commercial  District,  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  Bound- 
ary Line  between  the  City  of  Manchester  and  the  Town 
of  Bedford,  which  said  point  is  1485  feet  westerly  from 
the  westerly  line  of  the  Daniel  Webster  Highway ;  thence 
running  in  a  southerly  direction  to  the  southern  boundary 
line  of  the  Bellemore  property ;  thence,  turning  and  run- 
ning in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  Merrimack  River; 
thence,  turning  and  running  in  a  northerly  direction  along 
the  Merrimack  River  to  the  Bedford  Town  line ;  thence, 
turning  and  running  along  said  line  to  the  point  of  begin- 
ning;  or  any  amendment  which  may  be  properly  offered 
to  the  above. 
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Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting, 
December  8,  1953,  and  amended  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  March  8,  1955  by  adding  to  the  District  Map 
of   said   Ordinance   the   following: 

Commercial  District — beginning  at  the  north  east  cor- 
ner of  the  Frederick  Everett  Highway  Overpass ;  thence 
running  easterly  to  the  Merrimack  River ;  thence,  turn- 
ing and  running  in  a  southerly  direction  along  said  river 
to  a  point  on  the  north  side  of  the  Moore's  Crossing 
Road ;  thence,  turning  and  running  westerly  by  a  line 
parallel  to  said  road  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of 
the  Frederick  Everett  Highway;  thence,  turning  and 
running  along  the  easterly  line  of  said  highway  to  the 
point  of  beginning;  or  any  amendment  which  may  be 
properly  offered  to  the  above. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing, December  8,  1953  and  amended  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, March  8,  1955  by  adding  to  the  District  map  of  said 
Ordinance    the    following: 

Commercial  District — To  classify  the  properties  of  the 
Riddle  Spring  Poultry  Farm  and  the  Fisher  Brothers. 
Oil  Co.  bordering  on  Route  101  as  Commercial  Districts; 
or  any  amendment  which  may  be  properly  offered  to  the 
above. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
December  8,  1953  and  amended  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  March  8,  1955  by  adding  to  the  District  Map 
of  said   Ordinance  the  following: 

The  Commercial  District  along  both  sides  of  Route 
101  to  be  increased  in  depth  from  200  feet  to  400  feet ;  or 
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any   amendment   which   may   be   properly   offered   to    the 
above. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
December  8,  1953  and  amended  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  March  8,  1955  by  reclassifying  the  District  Map 
as  follows : 

All  existing  spot  commercial  designations  which  are 
not  a  part  of  a  Commercial  district  be  reclassified  to 
locations  of  non-conforming  use ;  or  any  amendment 
which  may  be  properly  offered   to  the  above. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  at  a  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing December  8,  1953  and  amended  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  March  8,  1955  by  adding  the  following  to  Ar- 
ticle XI  of  said   Ordinance : 

After  due  and  proper  hearing  as  prescribed  in  Chapter 
31,  Revised  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  1955, 
permit  a  change  from  one  non-conforming  use  to  another 
non-conforming  use ;  or  permit  an  additional  non-conform- 
ing use  to  an  existing  non-conforming  use. 

After  due  and  proper  hearing  as  prescribed  in  said 
Chapter  31,  permit  additions  to  a  building  now  housing 
a  non-conforming  use ;  and/or  the  erection  of  a  new 
building  or  buildings  on  the  same  premises  for  the  pur- 
pose of  housing  a  non-conforming  use ;  or  any  amend- 
ment  which   may  be   properly  offered  to   the   above. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
Savoie  Street  an  additional  450  feet  by  50  feet  wide  from 
that  part  of  said  street  previously  accepted. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Darling 
Street  an  additional  165  feet  by  30  feet  in  an  easterly  di- 
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rection  and  also  that  part  of  Darling  Street  lying-  between 
Swan  Avenue  and  Savoie  Street. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
Meetinghouse  Terrace  southerly  from  Meetinghouse  Road 
a  distance  of  180  feet  by  40  feet;  thence  running  parallel  to 
Meetinghouse  Road  westerly  110  feet  from  the  center  line 
of  the  first  described  course,  and  Easterly  from  the  center 
line  of  said  course  170  feet,  both  branches  being  40  feet 
wide. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  East- 
man Avenue  easterly  from  that  part  previously  accepted 
to  the  right  of  way  of  the  Frederick  Everett  Highway. 

Article  39.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  re- 
garding the  playing  of  Beano  under  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 287  of  the  revised  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
1955. 

To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  and 
other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  to  transact  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

BE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN— COOPERATE 

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50  per- 
cent of  the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  1955 — 235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463  originated 
from  these  two  sources.  Lighted  smoking  material  and 
matches  thrown  from  moving  vehicles  along  the  highway 
or  dropped  by  fishermen,  hunters,  hikers,  berry  and  flower 
pickers  accounted  for  26  percent;  debris  burning  in  the 
wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time  by  those  who  failed  to 
heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to  recognize  the  logical, 
sensible  rules  and  regulations  set  up  under  legislative 
authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  woodlands 
accounted  for  more  than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy 
the  situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our 
law  books  which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  per- 
mission from  the  local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a 
fire  in  or  near  woodlands  or  where  fire  can  be  communicat- 
ed to  woodlands,  unless  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow. 
A  never  ending  program  of  educational  work  is  being  car- 
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ried  on  by  your  local  warden  and  state  officials  to  inform 
the  general  public  both  of  the  value  and  necessity  of  secur- 
ing the  required  permit  for  such  burning.  Much  progress 
has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail  or  refuse 
to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was  definitely 
proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar  year.  Local 
wardens  issued  1621  permits  for  debris  burning  fires. 
That's  a  lot  of  permits.  The  records  show  only  8  permit  fires 
got  out  of  control.  This  proves  several  things — while  war- 
dens were  liberal  in  the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommo- 
dating every  applicant  so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cau- 
tious, following  closely  directives  outlining  overall  policy 
governing  the  issuance  of  burning  permits  and  thoroughly 
instructing  permit  users.  The  latter,  too,  fully  appreciating 
their  responsibility  in  using  their  permits,  governed  them- 
selves accordingly.  Result?  Much  burning  done  legally  and 
safe. 

But  what  of  the  smokers?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of  those 
officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  preventing 
fires,  too  many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in  disposing 
of  smoking  material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is  difficult  to 
say.  Autos  are  now  equipped  with  ash  trays.  Why  not  use 
them?  The  crushing  out  of  a  cigar,  cigarette  and  the  com- 
plete extinguishment  of  matches  before  being  discarded  is 
an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  smoker 
and  debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more  than  half  of 
our  annual  forest  fires  would  be  eliminated. 

Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to  bring  this  about? 

REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before 
starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law  re- 
quires it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 
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3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing-  smoking  mater- 
ial and  matches  before  discarding  them.

BOARD 

1955  -  1956 


This  year  has  brought  the  completion  of  the  Bedford 
Memorial  School.  Construction  was  started  in  the  early- 
Spring  and  the  building  was  completed  and  equipped  ready 
for  occupation  by  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Im- 
provements and  repairs  were  made  in  the  Stevens-Buswell 
and  Peter  Woodbury  Schools  to  make  them  more  pleasant 
and  safer  for  our  school  children. 

The  new  school  made  it  necessary  to  reorganize  the 
classrooms.  The  School  Board  and  Supt.  Ramsey  believed 
that  the  upper  grades  could  best  utilize  the  facilities  of  the 
Bedford  Memorial  School.  The  lower  grades  were  assigned 
to  the   Stevens-Buswell   and   Peter  Woodbury   Schools. 

During  the  summer  it  was  necessary  to  employ  five  new 
teachers.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  that  the  candidates 
nominated  by  Supt.  Ramsey  were  so  well  qualified.  The 
teachers  secured  for  these  positions  have  made  a  fine  ad- 
dition to  our  already  capable  teaching  staff. 

Under  the  direction  of  Supt.  Ramsey,  Mr.  McGrath,  our 
helping  teacher,  and  Mr.  Fournier,  Principal  of  the  Bed- 
ford Memorial  School,  the  instruction  in  the  7th  and  8th 
Grades  was  intergraded,  thus  giving  the  students  more 
adequate  preparation  for  entrance  into  High  School.  Physi- 
cal training  has  been  introduced.  The  boys  and  girls  basket- 
ball teams  have  already  played  several  games  and  show 
great  promise. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  to 
all  the  members  of  our  school  staff  for  their  valuable  work 
during  the  year.  Our  special  thanks  to  Supt.  Ramsey  and 
Mr.  McGrath  for  under  their  supervision  and  guidance 
the  program  of  instruction  is  showing  steady  improvement. 
They  have  definite  plans  to  further  reorganize  instruction, 
particularly  in  the  fields  of  science  and  mathematics. 
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The  School  Board  acknowledges  the  tremendous  ad- 
dition to  the  schools  physical  facilities,  and  all  the  advance- 
ments made  to  give  our  children  the  best  possible  educa- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bedford: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  re- 
port as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Bedford  can  well  be 
proud  of  the  manner  in  which  they  have  met  the  challenge 
of  increased  pupil  enrollment.  The  new  Bedford  Memorial 
school  is  fulfilling  Bedford's  housing  needs  for  the  present 
but  a  careful  look  at  the  census  table  included  in  this  re- 
port will  indicate  that  Bedford  cannot  sit  back  with  a  sigh 
and  say,  "That  is  that  for  another  generation." 

It  has  been  a  distinct  pleasure  to  come  to  Bedford  as 
your  Superintendent  and  work  with  the  teachers  of  your 
school  district.  I  have  found  the  quality  of  instruction  to 
be  very  good  and  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  other 
school  personnel  has  been  of  the  highest  order.  A  pleasant 
teaching  situation  promotes  good  teaching  and  encourages 
good  teachers  to  stay  in  your  system.  Your  school  board's 
willingness  to  recognize  this  factor  is  being  reflected  in 
salaries  and  facilities,  which  speaks  well  for  Bedford's 
future. 
New  Teachers : 

Mrs.  Frances  Evans  Chick,  B.Ed.,  as  additional  teacher 
for  Grade  8.  Mrs.  Chick  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teach- 
ers College  1938,  with  teaching  experience  at  Madison 
High  School,  Madison,  N.  H.  Mrs.  Chick  is  teaching  Arith- 
metic and  Science  to  Grades  7  and  8  under  the  new  depart- 
mentalized program  and  is  doing  excellent  work. 

Miss  Nancy  County,  B.S.Ed.,  Lesley  College  1954,  Grade 
3.  Miss  County  comes  to  Bedford  after  a  year's  experience 
at  the  Morley  School,  West  Hartford,  Connecticut.  She  has 
been  carrying  on  a  fine  type  of  instruction  and  has  become 
an  integral  part  in  Bedford's  educational  program. 

Mrs.  Bertha  O.  Dorval,  B.Ed.,  Keene  Teachers  College, 
1940,  Grade  4,  Bedford  Memorial  School.  Mrs.  Dorval  has 
had  previous  experience  in  New  Hampshire  and  Rhode  Is- 
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land  school  systems.  Not  only  has  Mrs.  Dorval's  classroom 
work  been  of  high  quality,  she  has  been  doing  excellent 
work  in  developing  a  physical  fitness  program  for  the  girls 
of  the  Bedford  Memorial  School. 

Donald  Fournier,  Principal  of  Bedford  Memorial  School, 
B.A.,  St.  Anselms  College  1953.  Mr.  Fournier  comes  to 
Bedford  with  one  year's  experience  as  Principal  of  the 
Union  Elementary  School,  Union,  N.  H.  He  has  done  a 
very  commendable  job  in  organizing  the  new  school  into  a 
cohesive  well  adjusted  unit.  Mr.  Fournier  is  also  doing  fine 
work  with  the  boys  in  developing  a  physical  fitness  pro- 
gram for  them. 

Miss  Brenda  Shortell,  B.A.,  College  of  New  Rochelle, 
N.Y.  1955.  Miss  Shortell  teaches  Grade  6  at  Bedford 
Memorial  and  although  has  had  no  previous  experience 
in  teaching  she  has  shown  all  the  aptitudes  of  a  natural 
teacher.  She  is  carrying  out  a  very  good  sixth  grade  pro- 
gram. 
Helping  Teacher : 

The  election  of  Mr.  John  W.  McGrath  as  Helping  Teach- 
er in  Supervisory  Union  No.  27  has  been  a  definite  step  in 
the  right  direction.  In  order  to  make  Mr.  McGrath's  work 
definite,  he  has  been  put  in  charge  of  instruction  in  the 
various  school  districts.  It  is  his  job  to  work  with  and  help 
the  individual  teachers,  to  survey  instructional  facilities 
and  work  with  your  Superintendent  in  building  a  better 
overall  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  HELPING  TEACHER

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Helping  Teacher 
for  the  Bedford  School  District.  I  have  divided  my  report 
into  two  major  categories :  (1)  Present  Status  of  The  Curri- 
culum and  (2)  Future  Planning  for  The  Curriculum.  Fur- 
ther subdivisions  have  been  incorporated  for  clarity. 

The  work  of  the  Helping  Teacher  has  proved  to  be  most 
interesting.  Many  people  have  not  been  able  as  yet,  to  clar- 
ify the  position  in  their  minds.  Shall  it  suffice  at  this  time 
to  say  I  feel  that  at  all  times  my  major  intent  has  been  the 
further  improvement  of  the  instruction  within  the  schools 
of  the  District?  By  "helping" — teachers — administrators — 
parents — and  last,  but  hardly  least — students — I  have  at- 
tempted to  do  my  best  to  improve  the  instructional  level 
of  the  schools.  We  like  to  feel  that  we  have  "helped"  in 
some  small  way. 

Much  credit  for  hard — diligent  and  conscientious  work 
must  be  awarded  to  the  teachers  who  formulate  and  carry 
out  the  curriculum  that  at  present  is  instituted  in  the 
schools.  They  are  always  cooperatively  aware  that  in  work- 
ing with  pupils — however — they  must  be  ever  diligent 
about  improvement  in  all  the  aspects  of  their  work. 

I  shall  analyze  our  present  situation  in  the  schools  of  the 
District.  An  attempt  will  be  made,  also,  to  direct  your  at- 
tention to  the  future  plans  that  are  now,  in  many  instances, 
in  the  embyronic  "thinking"  stages.  With  much  work  on 
the  part  of  the  interested  faculty  members  we  hope  all  our 
plans  will  crystallize  and,  thus,  perhaps  improve  the  total 
program. 
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(1)  Present  Status  Of  The  Curriculum: 

(a)  READING: 

The  Scott-Foresman  system  of  basal  readers  is 
proving  its  worth.  This  is  an  extensive  and  ex- 
pensive cumulative  reading  program  which  seems 
to  produce  readers  who  can,  in  most  cases,  read  to 
capacity.  Those  children  who  can't  read  to  capa- 
city after  being  skillfully  guided  through  this 
program  are  really  out  of  the  realm  of  solution  of 
the  ordinary  classroom  teachers.  These  are  our 
unfortunate  remedial  cases.  There  is  much 
strength  in  our  reading  program  in  Bedford  thanks 
to  the  publishers  of  the  program  and  the  work  of 
the  teachers.  Bedford  parents  should  be  satisfied 
with  the  results  of  reading  instruction  in  their 
schools. 

(b)  LANGUAGE: 

Progress  in  this  area  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
McKee  Language  Series  which  we  use  in  this  area, 
however,  has  served  its  purpose.  Teachers  and 
students  are  more  handicapped  than  helped  with 
this  program.  Either  a  new  system  needs  to  be 
adopted  or  more  vital  "life"  be  injected  into  the 
present  program ! 

(c)  SPELLING: 

This  is  rapidly  becoming  as  controversial  an  area 
in  education  as  reading.  We  are  fortunate !  The 
teachers  have  done  a  more  than  acceptable  job 
with  our  spelling  program.  The  Pupil's  Own  Vo- 
cabulary Spellers  which  we  use  in  grades  two 
through  eight  have  proved  to  be  a  wise  accession. 
We  have  little  about  which  to  worry  in  this  area. 
We  ARE  teaching  spelling  effectively ! 

(d)  HANDWRITING: 

The  Bedford  District  employs  the  services  of  the 
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best  hand-writing  systems  in  use  today !  The  Rine- 
hart  Handwriting  System  is  its  own  best  adver- 
tisement. A  glance  at  any  of  the  students'  hand- 
writing in  the  Bedford  Schools  will  attest  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  program. 

Manuscript  (slant  lettering  or  printing)  writing  is 
taught  in  grades  one,  two,  and  halfway  through 
grade  three  because  it  has  a  high  correlation  with 
the  printed  symbol  the  child  is  attempting  to  mas- 
ter at  these  grade  levels.  The  transition  from  man- 
uscript to  cursive  is  made,  most  of  the  time,  in 
grade  three  at  the  half-year  mark.  The  child  is 
ready  for  a  moral  acceptance  of  this  at  this  time. 
It  is  a  good  practice.  The  program  is  in  fine 
"shape". 

(e)   GUIDANCE: 

A  testing  program  has  been  instituted.  In  grades 
1,  4,  8,  and  10  intelligence  tests  will  be  adminis- 
tered each  year  during  the  month  of  September. 
In  grade  1  the  Pintner  Cunningham  test  of  mental 
abilities  is  used;  in  grades  4,  8,  and  10  the  Cali- 
fornia Short  Form  Tests  of  Mental  Maturity  are 
used — elementary  advanced,  and  adult  forms  re- 
spectively. This  is  to  become  an  annual  affair. 
Achievement  testing  in  the  Spring  has  been  in- 
stituted and  if  this  year's  success  is  a  measure  of 
the  usefulness  of  the  program  I  am  positive  that 
no  one  will  be  able  to  refute  its  necessity.  In 
grades  1  and  2  the  California  Reading  Test  is  ad- 
ministered ;  in  grade  3  the  California  Achievement 
Battery,  Primary  Form  (reading,  arithmetic,  and 
language)  is  administered.  In  grades  4,  5,  and  6 
the  California  Achievement  Battery,  Intermediate 
Form  Treading,  arithmetic,  and  language)  is  ad- 
ministered. 

Cumulative  records  and  the  wealth  of  information 
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that  goes  with  each  one  have  been  instituted  for 
all  children.  I  am  sure  their  usefulness  will  be  felt 
in  the  future  by  our  own  schools  and  faculties  and 
assuredly  by  the  high  schools  to  which  our  stu- 
dents are  eventually  graduated. 

(f)  ARITHMETIC: 

Again  we  employ  a  good  basal  program — The  Sil- 
ver Burdett  Company's  Making  Sure  of  Arithme- 
tic series.  Surprising  as  it  may  sound,  at  many 
grade  levels  we  are  ahead  of  where  we  should  be 
in  this  area.  However,  overall  sound  concepts  and 
understandings  are  being  made  to  provide  a  solid 
arithmetical  basis  for  future  life  for  future  mathe- 
matical endeavors.  Either  teachers  extremely  like 
or  dislike  this  area.  We,  on  the  whole,  are  fortu- 
nate in  that  the  Bedford  Teachers  seem  to  give 
this  area  its  just  accent  in  the  total  program. 

(g)  SCIENCE: 

We  are  in  poor  condition.  Future  plans  are  men- 
tioned later!  However,  we  have  an  exceedingly 
strong  program  in  grades  seven  and  eight ! 

(h)   SOCIAL  STUDIES: 

Here  again  we  use  the  Follett  basal  social  studies 
programs  in  grades  four  through  seven.  This  pro- 
gram is  on  a  sound  and  thorough  basis  and  pro- 
vides a  cumulative  knowledge  and  good  ground- 
ing for  future  undertakings. 

In  the  first  three  grades  the  social  studies  are  an 
incidental  learning  area  integrated  with  all  the 
other  areas.  Much  thought  should  be  given  to  this 
level. 

In  grade  eight  a  good  junior  high  history  program 
has  been  instituted. 

(i)   MUSIC  and  ART: 

A  functional  Music  and  Art  program  is  being  con- 
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ducted  cooperatively  by  the  teachers  and  Miss 
Teresa  Grace,  Music,  and  Mrs.  Norma  Osgood, 
Art. 

(2)   FUTURE  PLANNING  for  the  CURRICULUM: 

(a)  SCIENCE: 

Naturally  this  is  a  deplorably  ignored  area.  We 
are  normal !  Next  year  we  hope  to  adopt  a  strong 
cumulative  program.  The  teachers  now  are  exam- 
ining science  programs  for  grades  one  though  six. 
A  strengthening  of  this  area  is  demanding  and 
necessary  for  the  next  school  year! 

(b)  MUSIC  and  ART: 

A  comprehensive  grade  level  developmental  pro- 
gram would  be  worthy  of  consideration  by  both 
teachers  and  the  supervisors. 

(c)  LANGUAGE: 

Much  discussion  is  needed  concerning  a  program 
in  the  Language  area  which  stresses  the  skills  on 
an  equal  basis  with  the  social  competencies  to  be 
gained.  This  area  deserves  more  attention ! 

(d)  OVERALL: 

Much  planning  and  thinking  about  the  curriculum 
is  evidenced  by  what  our  teachers  are  producing. 
I  am  sure  this  constant  and  productive  planning 
and  thinking  about  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  will 
continue  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

All  the  teachers  within  the  District  have  been 
more  than  cooperative ;  I  believe  that  they  have 
accepted  my  position  without  too  much  opposition 
and  hesitancy.  I  am  very  pleased  in  this  respect, 
as  I  am  sure  that  the  difficulties  that  could  have 
arisen  with  the  advent  of  an  extra  supervisory 
"watchdog"  would  have  been  exceedingly  damag- 
ing for  this  cooperation.
